Current quarantine measures. 

[Translated in this Bureau from the "Veroffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheit- 
samtes," Berlin, July 7, 1897.] 

Italy. — In No. 5 of the Maritime Sanitary Police Orders, dated June 
20, the minister of the interior issues the following regulations: 

Article 1. Steam vessels leaving from Indian ports, named in order No. 4, March 8, 
and hound for station ports shall, on lormal application of the owners or captain, receive 
on board at Port Said a physician, to be named in each case by the minister of the 
interior. 

Art. 2. The physician so appointed shall, during the voyage from Port Said to the 
station port, have sanitary supervision of the vessel and all on board. Twenty-four 
hours after arrival in the station port he shall see that disinfection of the soiled personal 
clothing and household effects of all on board is carried out, and shall prepare for the 
visit of medical inspection. 

Art. 3. He shall also forward to the port sanitary authorities a personal statement 
as to the condition of the steamer, both hygienic and sanitary, and the measures of 
disinfection which have been carried out. If it shall be shown that the vessel is in 
perfect order, from a sanitary point of view, it shall be allowed free pratique. If,
